Most serious was the row 
between France and the United 
States on various points; in addition, 


the junior members of NATO have | 


been highly critical Of the. seniors’ 
control of affairs. 

One of the most promising things 
to come out of the Paris meetings, 
however, was ‘the decision to form a 
trans-Atlantic commission to study 
economic compartmentalization in 
Europe. On the one hand is the 
Common Market group consisting of 
France, West Germany, Italy, Bel- 
gium, the Netherlands and Luxem- 
bourg. On the other is the Outer 
Seven association for mutual [ree 
trade. 

The possibilities of these two 
groups being pushed into harmful 
competition and the equal likelihood 
that they.could develop high tariff 
walls against the rest of the world, 
inchiding, North America, is fore- 
seen. The new commission will 
attempt to forestall such a result. 

In its more optimistic light it 
could -develop into what French 
spokesmen described as ah “Atlan- 
tic supermarket" —a free trade area 
encompassing both continents. But 
‘this must be for the far future, if 
at all. The difficulties are many 
and deep-rooted. 


Senate Reform 


has altered the content of the Cana- 
dian Senate—but..by. the time- 
honored system of putting its own 
“good and faithful” into‘most vacan- 
cies which have occurred. This has . 
redressed in part the overbalance 
of Liberals_appointed during a 
couple of decades of Liberal admin- 
istration. “It is also true that not 
all Conservative appointments have 
been based exclusively on past party 
service. 

At the same time the old reform 
pledge appears to be honored no 
more completely by Mr. Diefenbaker 
than by Prime Ministér King. 

Until major reform occurs, many 
Canadians will look with jaundiced 
eves on that body of “sober second 
thought”. which can—and in some 
cases does—add materially*to satis- 
factory government. It was action 
initiated in the Senate which finally 
placed margarine on the house- 
wife’s table. It was the Senate 
which undertook ‘far deeper inves- 
tigation of the nation's, financial 


system, than was possible in the 
Commons. 

Still, without reform, the Senate 
can expect more voices to join that 


_ of Mr, Bennett in sharp criticism. 


But to suggest that the Senate 
should be eliminated is to suggest 
rejection of the parliamentary svys- 
tem as it exists. Canada can ill

Taking Our Talents Out of Reserve 


6 kei] was an interesting news item 
the other day which told of guards ~ 
in Britain's Wakefield prison searching 
for hidden stills operated by the inmates 
to manufacture moonshine. It seems 
that this prison is de- % 
voted to experiments 
in the treatment of . 
lawbreakers, and is - 
particularly designed 
“to restore prisoners’ 
self-respect and de- 
velop any hidden 
talents.”. Obviously at ~ 
least ofe of the inhab- 
itants has developed a 
hidden talent as a dis- 
tiller or braumeister, 
and on attaining crestor. 
able to, set out on a 
world of casks and bottles. 

To that extezit, the prison might be 
described as.4@ success. A good many 
other prisons could also be said to 
develop hidden talents even though not

Against Odds 


Against such inducements the prison 
authorities may have little chance to 
develop a prisoner’s better nature 
which in many cases, whether it is a 
talent or not, must be well. hidden. 

. Outside the walls the situation is 
often paralleled. We seem to have a 
talent for developing the wrong tale talent. 


Fad 


Some have a talent for laziness and 
develop it to a high degree, but pitifully 
few of us get top marks in any other 
direction ; 

It has been said that humans. use 
their brains to only-a tiny fraction of 
their capacity, And even those who 
stand out head and shoulders above the 
crowd--the great scientists, mathema- 
ticlans, medical pioneers, philosophers 

even these might be found to be develop- 
ss their talents to much less than the 
possible peak. 

It is interesting—and frustrating 
to speculate on what the world might 
have been like today if homo sapiens 
were able to bring full brain power to 
his problems. 5 

We are fike 100-milean-hour cars 
with 10-mile-an-hour governors on our 
motors. What might we have achieved 
by now if,we could merely doubie-our 
capacity—speed up to 20 miles an hour 
—to say nothing of getting into the 
higher brackets. 


Leap Forward 
The path of students in every field 
is strewn with wrong. decisions, faulty 
judgments, incomplete thinking. Most 
~ would admit it. Think of the advances 
possible if someone in 1859, with a sud- 
den burst of full-power intelligence, had 
_ Conceived the whole idea of presentday 
electronics.

a good dentist; the woman who doesn't 
find out until she is 60 that she has the 
makings of_an excellent musician; the 
accountant who blooms as-a painter in 
the evening of his life because he had 
never had time to try before.' 

The talents are-many and most of 
them are out of sight. Like the eager 
distillers in Wakefield we should find 
them, develop them, and perhaps use 
them to get over the walls that hem 
us in.

| Absolute Equality 


The memorandum was primarily in 
tended to. assert France’s absoliit

of the West. To. this end, De Gaull 
asked for the establishment of “a di 
rectory” of NATO composed of Britain, 
France and the United States. 
| The memorandum suggested that th 
existence of this three power_director' 
| or controlling group should be ex. 
| pressed in “an organic. manner.” ‘Th 
‘memorandum further claimed for th 
directory the right to be consulted abou 
the use of any atomic or, thermonuclea 
weapon anywhere in the world. And it 
based all these claims on the fact tha 
France, Britain and the United State 
were the only NATO nations wi 

“worldwide responsibilities.” 

Initially, this document was like 
bombshell tossed into the inner circle: 
of the West.. Perhaps because his a 
tique, marmoreal French lent itself ta 
misinterpretation, De Gaulle seemed te 
be demanding the complete’ revision o! 
NATO's whole policymaking structure, 

Worse still, he seemed to be askin 
for transfer of control of the America

- Dusty Answer 


For these reasons, the De Gaul 
memorandum got a dusty answer. Th 
sequel was the series of moves by 

| Gaulle that have caused so much co: 
troversy at the meetings here — the re 
fusal to permit medium range ballist 
missiles to be émplaced in France: 
withdrawal of the French continge: 
from’ NATO's Mediterranean fleet: th 
‘attack-on NATO principle of militar: 
integration; and the: resistance to ani 
integrated air defénce. 

It is an open secret that General 
Gaulle has acted in all these cases o 
his. own initiative, without the enthu 
siastie support of the French milita 
professionals and some times against 
their advice. Some of the positions h 
has —- like the resistance to an 
integrated" air defence, have even s 
ed close to irrational 

But this whole mystifying and poten 
Ualiy -very dangerous line of acti 
| begins to make sense, if it is seen as

Frank Discussion 


In asking for a directory, he has said 
he did not mean to establish a new 
ruling group above the NATO organiza- 
tion.
